Blacktopping To Be 
Started On Kinston 
Road At Early Date 


Completion Of Job 
Expected. Before 
November Ist 


Flournoy Whitman, commis- 
sioner for the Southwest district, 
reports that the work of clearing 
and grading the right of way for 
the Elba-Kinston highway is al- 
most completed and will soon be 
ready for the blacktop. He said, 
however that he does not have 
the responsibility of looking af- 
ter the stretch of highway from 
the canal to the Elba-Opp high- 
way. That has been left up to 
the city officials. 

Mr. Whitman said the contra- 
ctors have promised to complete 
the base and blacktop work in 
approximately forty days from 
time of beginning. He warns all 
people who are interested in see- 
ing the paving project proceed 
without delay, that everything 
must be ready when the time 
comes to start. 

The Standard Oil Company 
has moved its office building at 
the wholesale distributing plant 
and turned it around. This was 
the largest single obstruction 
but there are still a number of 
buildings, water pipes, sewers, 
light and telephone poles and 
other obstructions which will 
have to be moved. November 1, 
according to Mr. Whitman, is 
Blacktopping deadline and it is 
important that the whole job be 
completed before that time, 

City authorities have given 
assurance that all necessary 
matters will be taken care of in 
due time.

World From 


School Bus

How are you going to keep 
them down on the farm after 
they’ve seen Broadway— and 
Hollywood? That question was 
answered by many of the Kin- 
ston Future Farmers recently on 
their return from California. 
The boys were glad to set foot 
on native soil again after a five 
thousand mile educational tour 
of the western states during 
July. In traveling more than 12 
thousand miles the past four 
years the boys have taken three 
outstanding trips. The first was 
to Miami. Fla., the second to 
Washington, D.C., New York 
and Canada, and the third to 
California. These tours have in- 
cluded visits to outstanding pla- 
ces of interest in 19 states, Can- 
ada and Old Mexico. 

The recent trip to California 
was the longest taken in the his- 
tory of the local chapter. The 
boys left on this trip July 9th 
and went by way of Mobile and 
along the many miles of gulf 
coast resort country. Many bay- 
Ous were seen on the way to Ba- 
ton Rouge, capitol city of Louis- 
iana. The capitol buliding, high- 
est in the United States, and the 
grounds were most interesting. 
A statue of Huey Long is on the 
capitol grounds and the spot 
where he was shot in the capitol 
is marked. After leaving the 
capitol the mighty Mississippi 
was crossed on a ferry. 

The first large city to be visi- 
ted in Texas was Beaumont. In 
this section oil wells, rice fields 
and beef cattle were numerous. 
The trip did not include New 
Orleans in order that more time 
might be spent in the west. That 
city may be visited in the future 
when more time can be spent 
there. 

Along the highway to Houston 
Texas could be ssen the San Ja- 
cinto monument. The Texas 
capitol at Austin was visited. 
For hundreds of mile west of 


Austin beef cattle ranches were 
observed.

The Coffee County Board of 
Commissioners met in called 
session in Elba Monday morning 
for the purpose of calling a spe- 
cial election to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of J. O. Zig- 
lar, commissioner from the nor- 
theast district.

At Mon- 
days meeting it is expected that 
an election will be called for the 
purpose of electing a commiss- 
joner to fill out Mr. Ziglar’s un- 
expired term, 

The election is made necessary 
by an old law enacted in 1866 
and pertains only to Coffee 
County. Acording to this anti- 
quated law, the Governor can- 
not appoint a successor to a de- 
ceased commissioner in Coffee 
County, but an election must be 
held. ;

The first bale of cotton from 
ithe 1949 crop was brought to 
|Elba Saturday morning, August 
6, by Hugh Gannon who opera- 
tes the C. E. Dorsey plantation 
about six miles southeast of Elba 
It was ginned by the Elba Gin 
and Warehouse ompany, being 
|the first bale ginned in their 
j}new plant. 


The bale weighed 357 pounds 
and was bought by the Elba Gin 
}and Warehouse Company for 57 
| cents per pound. The first bale 
last year was from the farms of 
|J. C. Wright and J. L. Davis and 
| weighed 458 pounds. It was gin- 
ned on July 22, the earliest cot- 
ton ginned in Elba for many 
years. It was sold to Elba Gin & 
Warehouse Co. for 51 and one- 
half cents per pound. ‘ 

Another bale of cotton came 
to Elba Saturday morning a few 
minutes after the Gannon bale 
was received but when it was 
discovered that it was too late 
to receive first honors, the own- 
ers carried it elsewhere. 

Records show that Fountain 
Lee brought the first bale of cot- 
ton to Elba in 1947. The Lee and 
Dorsey plantations have fur- 
nished the first bale of cotton on 
several occasions according to 
ginning reords. 


If weather conditions are fa- 
vorable ginning is expected to 
open up quite freely within the 
next two weeks.
